Community Emergency 


Response Team - Howard 
Pletcher, N9ADS 


The Community Emergency Response Team 
(CERT) program is an outgrowth of the Home- 
land Security program to train people to be 
better prepared to respond to emergency situa- 
tions in their communities. When emergencies 
happen, CERT members can give critical sup- 
port to first responders, provide immediate as- 
sistance to victims, and organize spontaneous 
volunteers at a disaster site. CERT members 
can also help with non-emergency projects that 
help improve the safety of the community. Ed 
Larocque, Allen County Director of Emergency 
Management and Homeland Security, suggest- 
ed that the CERT training would be useful to 
ARES/RACES members in some of the emer- 
gency situations for which we are called out. 


The training program consists of 24 hours of 
class covering Emergency Preparedness, Fire 
Safety, Emergency Medical Operations, Light 
Search & Rescue Operations, Disaster Psy- 
chology, Terrorism, and the CERT Organiza- 
tion. There will be a class on Saturday and 
Sunday, January 15-16 and Saturday, January 
22 from 8:00 to 5:00 each day. There is room 
for 24 students in the class and if we can fill it 
with amateurs, Ed says that he can orient the 
class more to the situations we are likely to be 
involved in over what he does for the general 
public. If you have already signed up for these 
classes at one of Ed’s presentations, you should 
be receiving a phone call to verify your avail- 
ability for these days. If you haven’t signed up, 
call the Emergency Management Office at 449- 
7684 to get on the list. Those completing the 
program receive a back pack filled with items 
such as a first aid kit that may be needed in an 
emergency. 


If you want to see more information of the 
CERT program, a Google search will show 
quite a number of sites put up by various CERT 
programs across the country such as Los Ange- 
les County that you can view.

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Three North American LF Signals 
Received in UK 


from The ARRL Let- 
ter — Jim Moritz, btm 
MOBMU, in Hertfordshire, England, recently was able 
to receive LF signals transmitted by three North Amer- 
ican stations operating on 2200 meters--in the vicinity 
of 137 kHz (137.777 kHz). Copied using a computer 
equipped with ARGO software were the “QRSS120” 
very slow-speed CW signals from WD2XES, operat- 
ed by John Andrews, W1TAG, in Massachusetts; Joe 
Craig, VOINA, near St Johns, Newfoundland; and 
WD2XDW, operated by Laurence Howell, KL1X/5, 
in Oklahoma. Moritz received the trio of signals Octo- 
ber 29 at approximately 0300 UTC, reports Craig, who 
notes that Howell’s LF CW signals also were detected 
recently in New Zealand. “The CW speed is very slow, 
taking two minutes to send a dit,” Craig explained. 
“This corresponds to a speed of 0.01 WPM.” 
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Experimental Licensees Moving 
Low-frequency Agenda Forward 


from The ARRL Letter — With no Ama- 
teur Radio low-frequency allocation in 
North America, stations operating un- 
der FCC Part 5 Experimental licenses 
<https://gullfoss2.fcc.gov/prod/oet/ 
cf/els/index.cfm> in the US or under 
special experimental authorizations 
in Canada nonetheless continue to re- 
search the nether regions of the radio 
spectrum. By and large, LF experimen- 
tation is occurring in the vicinity of 136 
kHz--typically 135.7 to 137.8 kHz--where amateur 
allocations already exist elsewhere in the world. The 
FCC rejected the ARRL’s 1998 petition for LF allo- 
cations at 135.7 to 137.8 kHz and 160 to 190 kHz, 
however, after electric utilities objected that ham ra- 
dio transmissions might interfere with power line car- 
rier (PLC) signals used to control the power grid. 


“Most of the new LF activity of Part 5 licensees has 
been in the shared 137 kHz amateur allocation avail- 
able in some parts of the world,” says low-frequency 
experimenter Laurence Howell, KL1X/5. “Although 
not in the Amateur Radio Service, these Part 5 experi- 
mental stations continue to add to our knowledge on 
propagation and engineering.” 


The holder of Part 5 Experimental license WD2XDW, 
Howell--who’s also GM4DMA--previously operated 
LF from Alaska. He’s since relocated to Oklahoma, 
and has now resumed his LF work on 137.7752 and 
137.7756 kHz. Already he’s reporting some spectac- 
ular success, despite antenna limitations. On October 
28, New Zealand LFer Mike McAlevey, ZL40L, 
copied WD2XDW’s 137 kHz carrier “bursts” over a 
path of more than 13,000 km (8000 miles). 


Howell believes the reception probably marked the 
first transpacific reception of a US-generated signal. 
“The land mass between Oklahoma and the ocean 
was considered to be a large obstacle to long-range 
communications,” Howell remarked, “but obviously 
not.” 


The next day, Jim Moritz, MOBMU, copied the LF 
signals of three North American in the vicinity of 137 
kHz (137.777 kHz)--including Howell’s WD2XDW 
and WD2XES, operated by John Andrews, W1TAG, 
in Massachusetts--using Argo software, which can 
detect signals not otherwise readable. The third sta- 
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tion, Joe Craig, VOINA, in Newfoundland, has 
been operating a beacon on 137 kHz. Howell says, 
VOINA’s signals serve as a bellwether of LF transat- 
lantic propagation. LF signals of European amateurs 
likewise are heard in North America. 


On November 12, Andrews and another LF experi- 
menter in Massachusetts completed the first two-way 
data exchange between Part 5 Experimental license 
stations on 137 kHz. Andrews worked Warren Ziegler, 
K2ORS, operating as WD2XGJ in Wayland, using 
conventional CW. The stations are about 25 miles 
apart, and both used loop antennas for transmitting. 
Jay Rusgrove, W1 VD, some 100 miles to the south in 
Connecticut, monitored and recorded the QSO. 


In British Columbia, Lorne Tilley, VE7TIL, and 
Steve McDonald, VE7SL, have been heard through- 
out North America on LF. Howell says both are start- 
ing a formal study of variances in groundwave propa- 
gation. 


Howell says the disturbed solar conditions earlier this 
month wiped out long-haul paths through or close to 
the auroral oval during nighttime hours--especially at 
higher latitudes. He notes, however, that daytime sig- 
nals over paths of between 1000 and 1500 km (620 
and 930 miles) showed increased signal strengths 
during the disturbances. Howell has more LF infor- 
mation on his Web site <http://myweb.cableone.net/ 
flow>. 


New 60-meter 
Beacons 


from The ARRL Letter — New 60- 
meter beacons on the air from the 
British Isles: The Daily DX re- 
ports that new 60-meter beacons 
are on the air from England and 
Scotland. GB3WES in Cumbria, 
England, and GB3ORK in Scotland’s Orkney 
Islands join GB3RAL in Oxfordshire, which 
has been on the air since mid-2003. All transmit 
on 5290 kHz. Each beacon has a stepped trans- 
mit power sequence and a 30-second sounder 
sequence of 0.5 ms pulses at 40 Hz. All three 
beacons transmit at a nominal power of 10 W.

The sixth annual ARRL-National Weather Service 
SKYWARN Recognition Day (SRD) <http://hamra- 
dio.noaa.gov/> event takes place Saturday, Decem- 
ber 4. SKYWARN Recognition Day pays tribute to 
Amateur Radio SKYWARN volunteers for the vital 
services they provide during weather-related emergen- 
cies. During the 24-hour activity, radio amateurs set 
up stations at National Weather Service (NWS) offices 
and work as a team to contact other hams around the 
world. 


“Ham radio operators are a tremendous resource for 
the National Weather Service,” says Scott Mentzer, 
NOQE, the event’s organizer and the meteorologist-in- 
charge at the NWS office in Goodland, Kansas. “The 
dedication these amateurs have shown is inspirational, 
and their assistance during the year is invaluable.” 


The 2004 activity gets under way December 4 at 0000 
UTC (Friday, December 3, in US time zones) and 
continues until 2400 UTC. The object is for amateur 
stations to exchange QSO information with as many 
National Weather Service stations as possible on 80, 
40, 20, 15, 10, 6 and 2 meters, and 70 cm. Contacts 
via repeaters and Voice over Internet Protocol (VoIP) 
modes also are permitted. Operators will exchange 
call sign, signal report, QTH, and a one or two word 
description of their weather, such as “sunny,” “partly 
cloudy,” “windy,” etc. Participants in the 2003 SRD 
logged nearly 19,000 QSOs. 


A number of NWS stations will utilize EchoLink and 
the Internet Radio Linking Project to make contacts 
during SRD 2004. IRLP reflector node 9219 will be 
utilized for QSOs with NWS stations and also will be 
bridged to the EchoLink WX-TALK conference room 
so that IRLP stations can talk to EchoLink stations us- 
ing a common point of contact. 


WX4NHC at the National Hurricane Center in Miami, 
Florida, will utilize IRLP reflector 9219 from 1700 
UTC through 2100 UTC during SRD 2004. Net con- 
trol operators will develop a list of stations to talk to 
WXA4NHC using an online form, similar to the pro- 
cess used during hurricane season. Danny Musten, 
KD4RAA, <kd4raa@voipwx.net> has more informa- 
tion about SRD VoIP activities.
